Inaugural  Address  of  Samuel  T.  Ladd, 

MAYOR  OF  PORTSMOUTH,  N.  H. 


Gentlemen  of  the  Council: 

Some  of  you  have  assumed  office  again  as  Councilmen 
and  realize  the  obligations  you  have  this  day  taken  upon 
yourselves.  Others  are  serving  their  first  term,  and  I  can- 
not too  forcibly  impress  upon  your  minds  that  as  loyal 
citizens  you  should  put  forth  your  best  efforts,  lay  politics 
aside,  and  do  that,  which  in  your  best  judgment,  is  for  the 
interest  of  the  City.  We  are  taking  office  under  conditions 
the  best  that  our  City  has  been  in  financially  for  a  number 
of  years,  and  our  condition  will  continue  to  improve,  if  you 
are  careful  to  give  each  question  which  comes  up  before  you 
due  consideration  before  acting.  The  last  City  Govern- 
ment, which  I  had  the  honor  of  presiding  over,  strained 
every  point  to  keep  all  the  departments  down  to  the  lowest 
possible  appropriations  and,  with  one  exception,  no  depart- 
ment exceeded  its  appropriation,  and  this  one  only  after 
the  Council  went  over  my  veto. 

Last  year  we  paid  off  $187,000  worth  of  bonds,  we 
wiped  out  our  floating  debt  of  $2,000,  we  decreased  our 
net  debt  over  $72,000,  and  if  we  are  careful  in  making  our 
appropriations  for  permanent  improvements,  in  serial  form 
bonds,  we  can  soon  do  away  with  our  sinking  fund,  which 
we  all  agree  is  now  a  necessity,   but  a  burden  to  the  City. 

I  beHeve  that  there  a  great  many  changes  which  should 
be  made  in  our  City  Charter,  and  I  shall  later  bring  to  you, 
for  your  consideration,  a  plan  to  bring  this  about.  There 
is  to  be  constructed  a  good  deal  of  permanent  paving  in 
our  City,  and  this  should  be  taken  up  at  the  earliest  possi- 
ble opportunity.  Revisions  in  management  of  the  Fire 
Department  will  also  be  brought  up  for  your  consideration.

Alterations  and  repairs  to  our  water  system  must  be  con- 
sidered before  monies  can  be  advanced  for  this  depart- 
ment. The  above  also  applies  to  the  Police  Department. 
You  can  see,  therefore,  that  in  the  coming  year  impor- 
tant legislation  must  be  considered  by  this  body,  and  I  ask 
of  each  and  every  one  of  you  the  same  effort  you  would 
put  in  your  own  business.

I  herewith  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report  of  this 
Department  for  the  year  ending  December  30,  1916. 

We  have  again  been  very  fortunate  during  this  year  in 
not  having  any  serious  fires.  There  were  only  two  or 
three  fires  of  a  dangerous  nature,  one  being  the  fire  at  B. 
F.  Canney's  smoke  house.  This  fire  came  just  after  the 
Chemical  had  returned  from  a  fire  on  Gates  street.  This 
fire  was  two  hours'  hard  work.  The  wind  was  blowing  a 
good  breeze  from  the  northwest  and  the  temperature  was 
very  low.  This  was  hindrance  enough  but  the  very  worst 
of  all  was  the  failure  of  the  fire  alarm  to  sound.  Conse- 
quently, only  a  few  men  and  apparatus  responded  for  duty. 
It  was  a  wonder,  with  these  serious  drawbacks,  that  the 
fire  was  stopped  short  of  the  water  front. 

The  Department  has  answered  twenty-five  bell  alarms, 
including  one  double  alarm,  and  one  from  Box  8  for  the 
fire  at  York  Beach.  Engine  No,  2  was  hitched  behind  a 
truck  and  1,000  feet  of  hose  was  loaded  on  another  truck 
and  sent  over  the  road.  The  Steamer  reached  York  Vil- 
lage and  the  hose  reached  the  Beach  but  was  not  unloaded. 

Nineteen  of  the  twenty-five  bell  alarms  were  needless. 
They  should  have  been  still  alarms,  thus  saving  the  City 
great  expense. 

The  Auto  Combination  has  answered  fifty-one  still 
alarms,  including  two  out  of  town  calls,  one  at  Rye  and 
one  at  Greenland. 

Owing  to  the  wet  season,  forest  fires  have  been  few 
and  of  little  consequence. 

Our  apparatus  is  now  in  good  condition.  Some  of  them 
are  a  little  out  of  date  but  are  painted  and  look  neat.  Lots 
of  this  work  has  been  done  by  the  permanent  men  at  the 
Central  Station,  We  have  8,650  feet  of  good  hose,  and 
2,000  feet  of  hose  that  must  be  replaced  with  new  soon. 
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To  have  our  hose  supply  up  to  standard,  a  small  amount  of 
new  hose  should  be  added  from  year  to  year,  This  would 
come  easier  than  buying  a  lot  at  once. 

Recommendations.  • 

In  my  recommendations,  I  would  suggest  the  following 
improvements  : 

At  least  two  hydrants  in  the  freight  yards.  This  is 
very  essential,  as  sooner  or  later  a  conflagration  will  start 
in  this  section  of  the  city.  The  sparks  from  the  engine 
make  more  fires  probable.  The  northwest  wind  sweeps 
over  the  pond  and  the  freight  cars  that  are  on  the  tracks 
hinder  the  firemen  in  their  work.  I  earnestly  desire  that 
the  city  officials  give  this  matter  their  attention. 

We  should  purchase  at  least  1,000  feet  of  hose.  Plenty 
of  spare  hose  is  very  essential  to  the  welfare  of  the  Fire 
Department. 

The  Department  should  be  motorized  as  fast  as  the 
city  could  possibly  see  its  way  clear  to  do  so.  It  would 
reduce  the  running  expenses  of  the  Department  and  make 
it  one  hundred  per  cent,  more  efficient,  as  speed  stops 
more  fires  than  water. 

Once  again  I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  condition 
of  our  houses.  The  Central  Station  and  the  Hanover 
Street  Station  are  in  very  bad  shape.  They  should  have 
extensive  repairs  to  make  them  passable  until  the  city 
could  see  its  way  clear  to  build  a  new  Central  Station. 
When  this  can  be  accomplished,  it  will  save  the  city  some 
money.

Gentlemen: — We  herewith  submit  the  annual  report 
of  this  Department  for  the  year  of  1916. 

HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT. 

Owing  to  the  small  appropriation  provided  by  your 
honorable  body  for  the  year  1916,  we  have  been  unable 
to  maintain  the  Highway  Department  in  an  efficient  and 
economical  manner  as  compared  with  the  three  preceding 
years. 

Snow. 

During  both  the  first  and  last  parts  of  the  year  we  have 
had  heavy  falls  of  snow  which  made  it  necessary  to  break 
out  the  following  roads:  Lafayette,  Middle,  Lang,  Elwyn, 
Sagamore,  Ocean,  Greenland,  Boyd,  Banfield,  Goslin,  Pev- 
erly  Hill,  Islington,  Sherburne  and  Little  Harbor  roads  and 
Myrtle  Avenue.  Snow  drifts  were  levelled  where  they 
impeded  trafl^c. 

Grading  and  Reshaping. 

Sections  of  Lafayette,  Middle  and  Islington  roads  have 
been  reshaped  and  graded.  Sherburne  road  was  reshaped 
and  patched  with  gravel.  Sections  of  Elwyn  road  were 
reshaped  and  graded.  Little  Harbor  road  was  graded  with 
cinders  A  large  amount  of  shaping  and  grading  of  roads 
which  should  have  been  done  before  winter  set  in,  was  not 
done  owing  to  the  lack  of  funds.  , 

State  Roads. 

The  State  Aid  roads,  Lafayette,  Middle,  Sagamore, 
Greenland  and  Newington  roads  were  reshaped  and  the 
ruts  filled. 


Oiling  Roads. 


ing  Koaas. 

A  sixty-five  per  cent,  asphalt  oil  was  applied  to   all 
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State  aid  roads,  with  a  covering  of  sand.  The  oiled  sur- 
face on  Lafayette,  Greenland,  Sagamore,  Middle  and  New- 
ington  roads,  Junkins  Avenue,  South  and  Pleasant  streets 
were  patched. 

Streets. 

The  heavy  storms  made  necessary  the  removal  of  snow 
from  the  streets  where  traffic  was  heavy,  also  the  narrow 
streets.  The  following  streets  were  patched  with  cinders: 
Jefferson,  Ash,  Parrott  Avenue  and  Boyd  road.  The 
fence  on  the  easterly  side  of  the  Bradford  property  was 
repaired. 

Oiling  Streets. 

A  forty-five  per  cent,  asphalt  oil  was  used  on  Daniel, 
Bow,  Chapel,  Penhallow,  State,  Water,  McDonough,  South, 
Pleasant,  Marcy,  Rogers,  New  Vaughan,  Bartlett,  Dennett, 
and  Maplewood  Avenue  from  the  Station  to  Cutts  road, 
also  Islington  and  sections  of  Lafayette  and  Middle  roads. 

A  light  oil  was  applied  to  the  streets  in  the  Street 
Sprinkling  District  under  the  supervision  of  the  Highway 
Department. 

Patching  and  Grading. 

The  holes  in  the  asphalt  were  patched,  as  far  as  the 
appropriation  would  admit.  The  breaks  in  the  asphalt 
made  for  the  installation  of  the  wire  for  the  white  way 
were  repaired  by  the  Rockingham  County  Light  and  Power 
Company. 

South  street  was  resurfaced  from  Union  street  to  La- 
fayette road.  The  following  streets  were  patched  with 
gravel:  High,  Chapel,  Mechanic,  Penhallow,  Porter,  Gard- 
ner, Marcy.  Broad,  Spring,  Highland,  Court,  Chestnut, 
Summer,  Austin,  New  Broad,  Madison  and  Bartlett  streets 
and  Elwyn  Avenue.  The  following  streets  were  patched 
with  crushed  stone :  Ladd,  High,  Penhallow,  Daniel, 
Pleasant,  Middle,  (several  times)  New  Vaughan,  Church, 
Hanover,  Water,  South,  Cabot  and  Miller  Avenue.  Noble's 
Island  was  macadamized. 

Park  street  and  Park  street  extension,  also  sections  of 
Orchard  street  and  Willard  Avenue  were  graded  with 
cinders. 
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The  following  streets  have  been  graded  with  gravel : 
School,  Mt.  Vernon,  Rockland,  South  from  Union  to  La- 
fayette road,  Dennett  from  Burkett  to  Sparhawk,  New- 
castle Avenue  from  South  School  to  toll  bridge,  Lincoln 
Avenue  from  Middle  to  Wibird  street.  High,  Mechanic, 
Chapel,  Penhallow,  Gardner,  Marcy,  Broad,  Spring.  High- 
land, Court,  Porter,  Chestnut,  Summer  and  Austin  streets. 

Ashes. 

There  was  a  small  increase  in  the  expense  of  ash  col- 
lection. 

Sewers. 

We  had  seventy- three  reports  of  sewer  troubles  during 
the  year.  Sixty-one  of  these  were  located  in  the  private 
drains.  Twenty-five  catch  basins  were  found  clogged, 
and  six  sewers  stopped  with  sticks  from  the  basins.  Two 
of  the  stoppages  were  caused  by  poor  connections.  One 
sewer  was  found  to  be  clogged  with  cheese  cloth.  The 
remaining  complaints  were  caused  by  dirt  in  the  sewers. 

Two  hundred  and  twelve  feet  of  eight-inch  sewer  was 
completed  on  Whidden  Place,  from  Jefferson  street  to 
Newton  Avenue. 

The  box  sewer  in  the  rear  of  the  city  dump  and  one  at 
Christian  Shore  were  cleaned  and  repaired.  One  hundred 
and  twenty-eight  feet  of  box  sewer  from  the  Dennett 
street  outlet,  and  one  of  sixty-four  feet  from  the  Burkett 
street  outlet,  was  extended  into  the  pond.  An  eighteen- 
foot  box  sewer  extension  was  built  at  Noble's  Island. 

Twelve  catch  basin  tops  were  reported  broken.  All 
catch  basins  and  man-holes  were  cleaned  three  times  dur- 
mg  the  year.  Two  new  catch  basins  and  one  man-hole 
were  built. 

Sidewalks. 

The  sidewalks  were  relaid  on  State,  Penhallow,  Austin, 
Summer  and  Middle  streets.  One  hundred  and  forty  feet 
of  curbing  was  set  on  Fleet  street  and  eighty  feet  on  Por- 
ter street. 

Eighty-six  square  yards  of  brick  sidewalk  were  built 
on  Hanover  street.  A  total  of  607  square  yards  of  gran- 
olithic sidewalk  was  laid. 
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Gravel  sidewalks  were  built  on  Mt.  Vernon,  Mark, 
Gardner,  Gates,  Manning,  Howard,  Porter,  Hanover,  Is- 
lington and  Salem  streets,  also  Parrott  and  Richards 
Avenues, 

Cinder  sidewalks  were  built  on  Park,  Dennett,  Charles, 
Hanover,  Orchard,  Rockingham,  Clinton,  Columbia  and 
Burkett  streets,  Maplewood,  Willard,  Lincoln,  Mendum, 
Richards  and  Myrtle  Avenues. 

The  cinder  walks  on  Park,  Hanover  and  Rockingham 
streets,  Maplewood,  Mendum  and  Richards  Avenues  were 
covered  with  gravel. 

The  snow  plows  were  out  eleven  times  cleaning  pass- 
ages on  the  sidewalks. 

Trees. 

Trees  were  trimmed  where  needed  and  several  re- 
moved. The  extermination  of  moths  under  day  work  was 
completed  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  All  shade  trees,  in- 
stead of  a  limited  number  as  in  former  years,  were  sprayed. 

Parks. 

Goodwin  and  Haven  Parks  received  the  usual  care.  A 
catch  basin  was  installed  on  the  westerly  side  of  Langdon 
Park  to  prevent  the  water  from  flowing  on  the  adjoining 
land.     The  Playground  was  graded  and  rolled. 

WATER  DIVISION. 

We  have  found  it  necessary  during  the  past  year  to  re- 
new a  great  many  services  in  order  to  install  the  meters. 
In  a  number  of  cases  we  have  renewed  from  the  main  to 
the  sidewalk  on  services  which  have  been  found  to  be 
without  shutoffs  or  boxes.  On  this  work  the  owners  were 
charged  for  the  labor  and  material  from  sidewalks  to 
cellars. 

The  total  number  of  services  renewed  was  as  follows : 
Main  to  sidewalk,  54;  sidewalk  to  cellar,  16;  main  to  cel- 
lar, 48,  using  twenty-seven  hundred  feet  of  three-quarter- 
inch  pipe  and  forty-two  feet  of  one-inch  pipe. 

Thirty-two  new  services  were  installed,  including  a 
four-inch  and  a  six-inch  service  to  the  Morley  Button  Com- 
pany's new  paper  plant. 

We  have  extended  and  renewed  the  mains  on  Atkinson, 
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Spring  and  Porter  streets,  Sherburne  Avenue  and  Whid- 
den  Place. 

The  Peverly  mains  have  given  considerable  trouble  this 
year,  especially  the  spiral  riveted  pipe  lines,  which  were 
found  to  be  leaking  frequently. 

The  hydrants  have  been  repaired  when  necessary  and 
one  new  one  installed. 

All  old  meters  in  stock  were  returned  to  their  respect- 
ive makers  for  repairs  and  have  been  returned  to  us  in 
good  order.  The  installation  of  new  meters  has  been 
practically  completed. 

Sidewalk  boxes  and  shutoffs  have  been  repaired  where 
necessary. 

There  are  in  use  at  the  present  time  the  following 
meters: 
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The  installation  of  the  meters  made  necessary  a  change 
in  the  office  system.  We  now  have  on  file  at  all  times  a 
complete  record  of  every  meter. 

There  was  pumped  during  the  year  at  Sherburne, 
394,115,000  gallons,  an  average  per  capita  consumption 
of  96  gallons  daily.  This  amount  was  nearly  30  per  cent, 
less  than  was  pumped  in  1913,  previous  to  the  installation 
of  our  new  meters. 

At  Peverly  there  was  pumped  126,410,000  gallons,  a 
daily  average  of  346,000  gallons. 

The  rainfall  for  the  year  has  been  42  19-128  inches. 
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For  the  financial  standing  of  the  Department  we  would 
respectfully  refer  you  to  the  Auditor's  report.

Report  of  the  Secretary. 

To  the  Board  of  Instruction, 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen: — I  submit  herewith  my  re- 
port as  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Instruction  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1916. 

The  current  expenses  are  grouped  under  the  four 
heads  of  General  Control,  Instruction,  Operation,  and 
Maintenance,  while  under  Outlays  are  included  all  items 
for  additional  equipment  and  additions  to  buildings  which 
are  capital  increases  rather  than  renewals  of  the  existing 
plant.

The  increase  in  cost  of  current  expenses  over  last  year 
is  $3,145.82  of  which  $2,067.35  is  due  to  increased  mem- 
bership and  $1,078.48  to  the  higher  per  pupil  cost.  The 
cost  of  the  fire-escape  at  the  Farragut  Scheol  and  the 
drain  in  the  basement  of  the  Lafayette  School. are  not 
included  in  current  expenses.  Ii  was  necessary  to  replace 
the  Haven  furnaces  during  the  summer  vacation  and  four 
furnaces  were  installed  in  two  groups  in  place  of  the  one 
on  each  side  of  the  building  which  had  never  been  ade- 
quate to  satisfactorily  heat  the  building  in  severe  weather. 
This  unexpected  expense  of  about  $700  made  it  necessary 
to  leave  undone  that  amount  of  the  routine  repairing. 
Nothing  was  done  at  the  Spalding,  Franklin  and  Plains 
Schools  where  needed  changes  cannot  be  longer  deferred. 

Fuel  is  costing  the  City  more  each  year  and  under 
existing  conditions  there  will  be  little  chance  of  our  being 
able  to  obtain  as  good  prices  next  year.  The  cost  of  all 
paper  supplies  has  increased  from  thirty  to  three  hundred 
per  cent,  and,  particularly  this  year,  the  widespread  de- 
mand for  labor  of  all  kinds  as  well  as  the  great  increase 
in  living  expenses  has  increased  the  market  value  for  all 
kinds  of  labor  so  that  teachers  are  able  to  command  much 
higher  salaries  and  are  in  greater  demand. 

Only  one  other  city  in  New  Hampshire  maintained  its 
schools  for  so  low  a  per-pupil  cost  as  Portsmouth  in  1915 


and  only  four  of  the  eleven  cities  devoted  so  small  a  part 
of  the  tax  levy  to  school  purposes.  Our  per  pupil  cost  for 
1916  was  $30.84,  w^hile  the  average  of  the  cities  for  1915 
was  $35.25.  Our  proportion  of  tax  devoted  to  school  pur- 
poses was  22.1  per  cent,  against  an  average  for  the  New 
Hampshire  cities  of  26.5  per  cent.  If  we  are  to  hold  our 
teachers  and  maintain  our  standards  of  school  efficiency  a 
material  increase  in  school  appropriation  will  be  necessary. 
The  question  of  adequate  school  accommodations  must 
be  faced  for  we  are  nearly  up  to  our  limit  and  there  is 
every  prospect  of  a  material  increase  in  population  from 
increased  activity  of  local  and  the  Navy  Yard  industries. 
Under  no  particular  impetus  the  school  membership  has 
increased  from  1,608  in  1910-11  to  2,170  for  December,  a 
gain  of  562  or  35  per  cent.  If  the  population  has  in- 
creased at  the  same  rate  our  present  population  should  be 
considered  15,000  rather  than  the  census  figure  of  11,269.

Starting  with  1910-1911,  when  the  average  member- 
ship for  the  year  was  1,608,  the  enrollment  in  December 
of  each  year  has  been  as  follows: — 1911,  1,765;  1912, 
1,840;  1913,  1,901;  19U,  2,045;  1915,  2,124  and  1916, 
2,170.  An  average  increase  of  81  a  year,  or  at  least  two 
rooms,  to  meet  which  we  opened  the  Woodbury  School  in 
1911,  built  the  Lafayette  School  in  1915  and  opened  an 
additional  room  in  the  Spalding  School  in  1915  and  another 
in  1916,  a  total  of  eleven  rooms  which  are  now  accommo- 
dating 347  pupils.  Forty-five  more  pupils  are  accom- 
modated in  the  High  School  building  now,  with  the  eighth 
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grades  out,  and  the  remaining  180  of  the  increase  have 
been  distributed  among  the  other  schools.  The  following 
table  shows  the  distribution  by  schools  in  1910-1911  and 
at  present.

This  is  an  increase  in  every  school  except  the  Whipple, 
in  which  we  now  have  only  grades  VII  and  VIII,  and  the 
Lafayette  Road  School  which  accommodates  a  small  local 
community. 

Need  of  More  Room. 

From  the  above  it  is  manifest  that  unless  our  growth 
in  school  population  stops  soon  additional  accommodations 
will  be  absolutely  necessary.  We  probably  could  comfort- 
ably take  care  of  all  the  pupils  above  the  sixth  grade  up 
to  about  nine  hundred.  The  number  in  these  grades  is  at 
present  seven  hundred  and  eighty.  By  crowding,  the 
capacity  of  these  two  buildings  might  be  made  as  great 
as  a  thousand  pupils. 

In  the  elementary  grades  we  now  have  capacity  for  a 
hundred  and  fifty,  not  including  the  Woodbury  and  Lafay- 
ette Schools,  which  are  available  only  for  their  own  com- 
munities. The  moving  of  the  Children's  Home  to  Middle 
Road  will  somewhat  relieve  the  Haven  School  and  will 
bring  the  Plains  and  Lafayette  Schools  up  nearly  to  their 
capacity.  The  Farragut  School  has  forty  more  children 
than  it  ought  to  be  expected  to  accommodate.  The 
Spalding  School  has  room  for  about  thirty  more,  and  the 
Cabot  Street,  excepting  the  Kindergarten,  is  filled  to  ca- 
pacity. The  Franklin  School  has  eighty  in  the  two  rooms. 
The  transfer  of  the  fourth  grades  from  the  Plains  to  the 
Lafayette  School  and  from  the  Franklin  to  the  Spalding 
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School,  which  has  just  been  made  will  leave  the  Plains, 
with  its  Children's  Home  additions,  of  about  the  same 
size,  and  make  room  for  a  dozen  more  children  at  the 
Franklin.  Thus  it  appears  that  we  shall  be  able  to  take 
care  of  our  normal  increase  for  one  more  year,  but 
if  increased  industrial  activity  shall  cause  the  building 
of  any  considerable  number  of  houses  our  capacity  will 
be  passed  almost  at  once.  I  strongly  urge  the  board  to 
appoint  a  sub-committee  who  shall  thoroughly  investigate 
our  conditions  and  the  places  of  probable  growth  so  that 
we  may  constructively  plan  for  such  increases  as  the  sit- 
uation demands  before  we  are  forced  to  seek  temporary 
arrangements.  We  have  long  recognized  that  the  city 
should  replace  the  Spalding  and  Franklin  Schools  with  a 
suitable  school  building  on  the  city  farm  which  would  not 
only  provide  reasonable  accommodation  for  this  section, 
but  would  very  materially  affect  the  growth  of  the  city  in 
this  direction.  Our  present  most  pressing  need  is  for  more 
room  at  the  Cabot  Street  School,  so  that  we  may  relieve 
the  Farragut  and  take  care  of  the  children  in  that  section 
until  they  have  completed  the  elementary  grades.  The 
recommendation  of  the  board  should  only  follow  a  careful 
study  of  the  situation. 

Repairs  of  Schoolhouses. 

The  toilet  facilities  of  the  Plains  School  consist  of 
earth  closets  in  an  out-building,  so  situated  that  they  can- 
not be  cleaned,  to  reach  which  the  children  are  obliged  to 
go  through  snow  and  rain  for  a  considerable  distance. 
This  condition  should  be  removed  by  moving  the  shed  to 
the  schoolhouse  and  opening  a  doorway,  and  providing 
suitable  toilet  facilities  which  can  be  protected  from 
freezing  by  the  present  heating  apparatus.  This  would 
necessitate  and  we  ought  to  have  city  water  in  this  school. 
The  expense  of  installation  would  not  be  large,  and  we 
have  long  been  a  source  of  annoyance  to  our  neighbors  on 
this  account. 

The  toilet  facilities  of  the  Spalding  School  would  be 
unsatisfactorily  adequate  for  about  fifty  children,  and 
are  entirely  inadequate  for  the  150  which  will  prob- 
ably be  in  this  building  next  year.  There  is  one  stair- 
way to  the  basement,  and  the  toilets  for  boys  and  girls  open 
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from  a  common  cellar  room.  The  expense  of  these  improve- 
ments will  be  considerable,  and  should  not  be  undertaken 
if  a  new  building  is  an  immediate  prospect.  The  existing 
conditions,  however,  should  not  be  allowed  to  continue, 
without  some  improvement,  beyond  the  present  year. 

At  the  Franklin  School  rearrangement  of  the  basement 
and  the  providing  of  modern  closets  will  probably  satis- 
factorily serve  all  purposes. 

The  High  School,  which  has  now  been  in  use  ten  years, 
has  had  practically  no  repair  work  inside,  and  the  white 
plaster  walls  ought  to  be  tinted  and  the  ceilings  whitened 
as  fast  as  it  may  be  possible,  so  that  within  a  matter  of 
two  or  three  years  the  whole  interior  finish  will  be  gone 
over.  Probably  few  buildings  which  have  been  in  use  as 
long  are  in  as  satisfactory  a  condition. 

The  Haven  School  which  was  renovated  seven  years 
ago  should  have  corridors  and  coatrooras  repainted  with 
an  oil  paint,  as  the  wet  coats  and  hats  have  soiled  and 
taken  off,  in  many  cases,  the  water  paint  with  which  the 
building  was  painted.  This  building  also  needs  new  gut- 
ters and  conductors,  and  with  other  buildings  should  have 
its  roofs  protected  with  snow  guards. 

Teachers'  Salaries. 

The  Portsmouth  Teachers'  Association  made  a  thorough 
study  of  the  prevailing  salary  conditions  in  Portsmouth, 
and  in  a  petition  to  the  Board  of  Instruction,  presented  at 
the  December  meeting,  set  forth  in  definite  terms  the 
reasons  for  the  request  that  an  increase  of  salary  be 
granted  to  the  teachers  of  the  city.  It  was  maintained 
by  this  committee  that  the  present  salaries  were  barely 
sufficient  to  meet  necessary  living  expenses  here,  and 
inadequate  to  permit  teachers  to  maintain  the  standard  of 
living  that  is  expected  of  them,  or  provide  against  future 
exigencies.  It  was  shown  that  the  present  increased  costs 
of  living  had  made  the  salaries  inadequate  to  meet  bare 
living  expenses,  and  the  actual  purchasing  power  had  so 
greatly  diminished  that  an  increase  of  from  $100  to  $150 
would  hardly  restore  to  the  teachers  the  same  relative 
compensation  that  they  were  receiving  when  the  present 
salary  allotments  were  fixed. 

This  petition  was  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee 
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to  be  reported  upon  at  a  later  meeting  and  to  be  given 
consideration  in  preparing  the  annual  budget  for  1917. 

For  many  years  the  Portsmouth  High  School  has  been 
a  preparation  ground  for  Massachusetts'  towns  and  cities 
which  have  taken  most  of  our  good  teachers  about  as  fast 
as  they  demonstrated  their  ability  to  do  excellent  work. 
It  has  not  always  been  true  that  the  salaries  received  were 
in  excess  of  what  we  paid  them,  but  our  maximum  salary 
has  been  lower  than  that  paid  in  almost  all  other  places  of 
anywhere  near  the  size.  For  the  last  two  or  three  years 
it  has  been  constantly  harder  to  secure  such  teachers  as 
we  require  to  maintain  the  efficiency  of  our  schools  under 
the  existing  conditions  of  large  classes.  It  is  only  the 
teacher  of  exceptional  ability  who  without  experience  is 
able  to  successfully  handle  classes  of  thirty-five  and  forty 
pupils.  We  have  been  exceedingly  fortunate  in  the 
teachers  that  we  have  secured,  but  under  the  existing 
conditions  of  the  teacher  market  a  continuation  of  such 
success  cannot  be  expected. 

It  may  be  entirely  true  that  a  kindergarten  or  a  first 
grade  teacher  works  just  as  hard  and  needs  to  be  just  as 
competent  as  a  teacher  for  the  eighth  grade,  but  the  fact 
remains  that  there  are  numerous  candidates  for  kinder- 
garten and  lower  grade  positions,  while  a  teacher  for  the 
grades  of  the  Whipple  School  who  can  do  such  work  as  we 
have  been  accustomed  to  expect  from  our  teachers,  can 
readily  command  a  salary  of  $200  in  excess  of  what  we 
have  paid.  Our  success  in  retaining  elementary  teachers 
is  largely  due  to  the  fact  that  nearly  all  of  these  teachers 
are  living  at  home  and  accept  our  salary  in  preference  to 
a  higher  salary  elsewhere.  This  has  been  increasingly 
true  for  the  past  two  or  three  years,  and  during  the 
present  year  has  become  an  acute  situation.  I  greatly 
hope  that  this  board  may  decide  to  ask  for,  and  the  City 
Council  to  grant,  an  appropriation  which  will  make  a  ma- 
terial increase  possible.  It  is  not  that  our  schools  are 
costing  more  than  other  cities  for  our  average  cost  has  re- 
mained almost  stationary  for  the  past  ten  years. 

Backward  Children. 

For  part  of  this  year  we  had  special  classes  at  the 
Haven  School  mornings,   and  at  the  Cabot  Street  School 
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afternoons.  Special  work  was  done  here  with  two  small 
groups  of  backward  children,  and  a  larger  number  of  chil- 
dren, needing  some  special  help,  were  assisted  in  catching 
up  with  their  grades.  The  work  was  successful  and  would 
have  been  probably  much  more  so  had  we  been  able  to 
retain  the  teacher  for  a  longer  time. 

At  the  opening  of  the  Fall  term  a  special  class  was 
organized  in  the  Whipple  School  of  over-age  pupils  who 
were  unable  to  do  the  regular  grade  work.  This  group, 
under  our  departmental  organization,  was  in  charge  of  two 
teachers  who  gave  them  an  extra  amount  of  time.  While 
this  arrangement  materially  relieved  the  teachers  of  the 
classes  from  which  these  children  were  taken,  the  result 
of  instruction  in  elementary  subjects  for  this  group  were 
not  at  all  in  proportion  to  the  time  and  effort  expended,  as 
teaching  backward  children  in  segregated  groups  is  work 
for  a  specialist  and  is  not  likely  to  be  a  success  with 
teachers,  part  of  whose  work  is  with  normal  children. 
Undoubtedly  such  a  class  should  not  be  in  a  regular  school 
building  with  other  children.  Work  with  individual  chil- 
dren who  need  help  in  special  subjects  may  successfully 
be  carried  on  by  a  competent  assistant  who  can  work  a 
part  of  each  day  in  a  different  building,  and  thus  reach  a 
larger  number  of  children. 

The  High  School. 

The  Program  of  Studies  for  the  High  School  provides 
in  the  Academic  Curriculum  for  the  child  who  wishes  to 
go  to  college  or  take  other  further  study,  and  in  the  Prac- 
tical Arts  Curricula  (Commerce  and  the  Mechanic  and 
Domestic  Arts)  for  the  boys  and  girls  who  wish  a  more 
practical  line  of  work,  combined  with  such  other  studies 
of  a  secondary  nature  as  may  best  serve  for  their  mental 
and  social  development. 

Our  equipment  for  this  work  is  adequate  except  per- 
haps in  the  Mechenic  Arts  Department  where  more 
machines  will  be  needed  later.  We  are,  however,  as  the 
principal  suggested  in  his  report,  hampered  by  the  large 
classes  which  have  been  necessary.  We  have  increased 
the  number  of  teachers,  but  have  not  kept  pace  with  the 
increase  in  the  school.  Of  necessity,  classes  in  the  shop 
and  laboratory  must  be  smaller  than  those  in  History  or 
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English  and  require  more  of  the  teacher's  time.  As  the 
Practical  Arts  Curriculum  are,  except  Commerce,  recently 
introduced  into  in  our  Program,  they  have  largely  ab- 
sorbed the  time  of  the  extra  teachers. 

Practical  Arts. 

The  Mechanic  Arts  Department  has  added  this  year  to 
its  equipment  four  forges  with  anvils  and  other  necessary 
tools,  a  drill  press,  and  a  milling  machine.  The  grade  and 
High  School  v^ood-v^orking  classes  are  conducted  in  the 
basement  room  formerly  used  for  an  eighth  grade.  The 
old  shop  is  left  for  machine  work,  pattern  making,  and 
forging.  Two  large  work  benches,  accommodating  six 
pupils  each,  were  built  by  pupils  for  use  in  this  room. 
An  additional  teacher  was  employed  to  whom  has  been 
assigned  the  freshman  wood-working  and  most  of  the 
grade  work. 

In  the  Domestic  Arts  Department,  which  is  now  carry- 
ing on  three  years'  work,  an  additional  teacher  was  re- 
quired who  gives  part  of  her  time  to  the  grade  classes  and 
acts  as  an  assistant  in  the  High  School  for  two  periods. 

No  increase  was  made  in  the  number  of  teachers  in  the 
Commercial  Department,  The  classes  which  could  not  be 
taken  by  the  two  regular  teachers  were  distributed  among 
other  High  School  teachers.  This  department,  which  in- 
cludes nearly  half  of  the  High  School  pupils,  will  require 
an  additional  teacher  next  year  who  will  teach  typewriting 
and  commercial  arithmetic. 


Report  of  Principal  of  High  School. 

Mr.  J.  N.  Pringle,  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

I  have  the  honor  at  this  time  of  submitting  my  third 
annual  report  of  the  Portsmouth  High  School. 

Registration. 

The  total  enrollment  for  the  year  ending  in  June, 
1916,  was  four  hundred  and  forty-nine.  Of  this  number, 
seventy-four  were  non-resident  pupils.  Rye  sent  33; 
Greenland  22;  Newington  9;  Newcastle  8;  Stratham  2; 
and  the  Navy  Yard  2.  At  the  date  of  this  report,  the 
registration  for  the  year  is  four  hundred  and  eighty-five 
pupils,  a  gain  of  thirty-six  and  one-quarter  per  cent,  in  a 
little  more  than  three  years.  Briefly  summarized,  the 
registration  for  these  years  is  as  follows:

The  total  registration  at  the  present  time  over  the 
total  registration  of  June,  1913,  is  one  hundred  and 
twenty-nine,  a  moderate  sized  high  school  in  itself.  The 
rate  of  increase  of  pupils  has  been  more  rapid  than  the 
proportionate  rate  of  increase  in  the  teaching  staff.  The 
present  conditions  must  ultimately  react  on  the  character 
of  the  work  done  in  the  High  School;  for  it  tends  to  les- 
sen the  possibility  of  individual  instruction.  When  a  class 
numbers  between  35  and  42  with  a  limit  of  thirty-nine 
minutes  per  period  for  each  recitation,  the  amount  of  time 
per  pupil  is  in  the  neighborhood  of  one  minute.  It  is 
generally  conceded  that  the  most  satisfactory  work  is 
obtained  when  the  maximum  number  per  class  does  not

exceed  thirty,   and  the  length  of  recitation  period  is  not 
less  than  forty-five  minutes. 

At  present  there  are  seventeen  classes  with  numbers 
ranging  between  thirty-five  and  forty-two  and  thirty-three 
classes  of  thirty  pupils  or  more.  To  even  up  the  numbers 
in  these  classes  at  least  two  teachers  should  be  added  to 
the  teaching  staff. 

Another  handicap  to  the  efficiency  of  the  school  is  the 
many  changes  that  occur  year  after  year  in  the  personnel 
of  the  teaching  staff.  This  year  we  were  more  fortunate 
than  we  have  been  in  some  years  past,  in  that  we  have 
lost  only  five  teachers.  Miss  Graves,  the  German  teacher, 
left  us  in  April  to  accept  a  position  in  the  Springfield 
Schools  at  a  considerable  increase  in  salary.  In  June, 
Mr.  Jewett  accepted  a  position  as  Head  of  the  English 
Department  in  Englewood,  N.  J.;  Mr.  Davis  of  the  Me- 
chanic Arts  Department  went  to  Springfield;  and  Miss 
Shields  accepted  a  position  in  Bourne,  Mass.  Early  in 
October,  Miss  Taylor,  Head  of  the  Commerce  Department, 
accepted  a  position  in  a  business  college  in  Hartford,  Conn. 

The  vacancy  made  by  the  resignation  of  Miss  Graves 
was  temporarily  filled  by  Miss  Willard  until  the  election  of 
Miss  Knowles ;  Miss  Tousley  was  elected  to  the  position 
in  the  English  Department  to  succeed  Mr.  Jewett;  Mr. 
Chandler  was  elected  to  take  charge  of  the  Mechanic  Arts 
Department ;  Mr.  Parmalee  succeeded  Miss  Shields  who 
taught  Bookkeeping  and  Commerce;  Miss  Stackpole  was 
elected  to  take  charge  of  the  work  previously  in  charge  of 
Miss  Taylor.  Because  of  the  increase  of  work  in  the  Prac- 
tical Arts  Departments,  due  to  the  extension  of  the  course 
and  also  to  the  increase  in  numbers  who  elected  the  Me- 
chanic Arts  and  Domestic  Arts,  it  was  necessary  to  have 
two  assistants  in  these  subjects:  Mr.  Woodward  and  Miss 
Simonds.  Mr.  Woodward  has  the  Freshmen  classes  in 
Mechanic  Arts,  and  Miss  Simonds  has  one  class  in  Com- 
mercial Arithrrietic  and  one  in  Typewriting  in  the  High 
School. 

There  has  been  a  healthy  and  proper  interest  in  vari- 
ous lines  of  school  activities.  Our  Athletic  Association  is 
in  a  prosperous  condition  as  compared  with  last  year. 
We  have  closed  the  year  with  all  bills  paid  and  sufficient 
money  in  the  treasury  to  equip  the  baseball  team  next 
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spring.  In  Debate  Work  the  school  has  shown  a  keen 
interest.  Besides  several  inter-class  debates  for  the  pos- 
session of  the  cup  presented  by  the  class  of  1915,  the 
boys  have  held  several  inter-scholastic  contests  in  which 
they  were  successful  in  finally  winning  the  cup  given  by 
the  New  Hampshire  State  College  to  the  team  winning  the 
series  of  debates  among  the  High  Schools  in  the  State. 
Four  pupils  represented  the  High  School  in  the  prize- 
speaking  contest  held  at  Durham.  In  addition  to  these 
school  functions,  two  dramatic  productions  and  two  socials 
were  given  during  the  year.  The  School  paper,  begun 
three  years  ago,  has  been  very  successfully  continued  and 
is  now  being  edited  by  a  staff  appointed  by  the  English 
teachers.  All  these  school  activities  properly  controlled 
have  an  instructive  and  inspiring  influence  in  developing 
a  friendly  cooperative  school  spirit.  These  things  allow 
the  school  as  a  whole  to  have  a  real  active  part  in  the 
common  interests  aside  from  the  regular  assigned  work  of 
the  curricula. 

It  has  seemed  advisable  to  have  all  money  received  from 
various  school  sources  accounted  for,  through  the  Commer- 
cial Department.  Therefore,  the  Treasurers  of  the  vari- 
ous organizations  and  classes  deposit  their  receipts  through 
the  Commercial  Department  in  the  Bank,  under  the  name 
of  the  Portsmouth  High  School.  The  Treasurers  in  turn 
take  receipts  for  money  paid,  and  the  Commercial  Depart- 
ment keeps  the  various  separate  accounts  for  the  Treas- 
urers. This  does  away  with  many  petty  bank  accounts; 
it  gives  the  Commercial  Department  a  practical  business 
problem ;  and  it  serves  as  an  easy  method  of  auditing  ac- 
counts. All  money  withdrawn  by  a  Treasurer  of  a  class 
or  organization  is  done  by  check,  issued  by  the  Commer- 
cial Department  Treasurer,  and  cashed  at  the  bank  when 
countersigned  by  the  Head  Master. 

The  class  of  1916  presented  to  the  school  a  most  use- 
ful and  appropriate  gift  in  a  "Chandler-Gordon"  Printing 
Press.  Many  schools  have  introduced  this  work  as  a  part 
of  their  curriculum.  Berlin  and  Concord  both  have  good 
equipments  in  this  line.  Much  of  the  printing  connected 
with  school  affairs  and  with  the  office  work  is  done  by  the 
boys.  I  believe  such  a  course  in  printing  in  the  Ports- 
mouth High  School  as  is  now  given  in  the  Concord  and 
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Berlin  High  Schools  would  be  an  excellent  thing  to  intro- 
duce.

RECORDS  BOARD  OF  INSTRUCTION. 
February   13,   1917. 
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Evening  School. 

As  the  result  of  a  petition  signed  by  over  over  five  per 
cent,  of  the  city's  legal  voters,  the  City  Council  at  its  Decem- 
ber meeting  voted  to  establish  a  public  evening  school  in 
accordance  with  law,  and  transferred  $100  to  the  School 
Department  as  a  partial  appropriation  for  its  maintenance, 
A  school  will  be  conducted  during  the  winter  months,  but 
probably  should  hereafter  be  opened  much  earlier  in  the 
year  as  the  best  evening  school  attendance  is  secured  from 
October  to  January. 

Public  Exhibitions. 

An  evening  session  of  the  High  School  was  held  on  the 
evening  of  February  19,  1916,  from  seven  to  nine,  and 
included  the  regular  High  School  work  of  three  periods. 
Although  the  weather  conditions  were  very  unfavorable, 
nearly  all  the  pupils  were  present,  and  about  three  hun- 
dred visitors  made  an  inspection  of  the  school  building  and 
had  a  chance  to  see  the  regular  school  routine.  As  there 
had  been  only  about  one-tenth  of  that  number  of  citizens 
and  parents  in  the  school  during  the  previous  five  years, 
it  was  an  event  of  unusual  importance. 

The  exhibition  of  pupils'  work  in  the  grades  and 
in  the  Practical  Arts  Departments  of  the  High  School 
was  held  in  the  High  School  building  on  the  after- 
noons and  evenings  of  March  11-13,  and  was  visited 
by  enough  citizens  to  represent,  if  they  were  so 
distributed,  each  family  having  children  in  school.  The 
value  of  these  exhibitions  lies  chiefly  in  the  opportunity 
given  parents  and  teachers  to  become  acquainted,  and 
reach  a  better  understanding  of  their  common  problems. 
The  number  of  citizens,  including  those  with  children  in 
school,  who  really  know  much  about  the  city  schools  and 
what  they  are  doing  is  exceedingly  small. 

Truant  Officer. 

The  enforcement  of  the  Child  Labor  Law,  School  At- 
tendance Law,  and  the  constructive  work  which  is  more 
effective  than  either  have  furnished  for  the  truant  oflicer 
very  constant  occupation.  As  this  officer  is  also  the  pro- 
bation officer,  and  as  most  cases  which  come  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Juvenile  Court  develop  out  of  the  same 
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causes  that  produce  irregularity  of  school  attendance,  the 
truant  officer  has  in  many  cases  been  able  very  effectively 
to  serve  the  best  interests  of  the  children,  whose  home 
conditions  or  associations  were  responsible  for  their  atti- 
tude toward  school  and  the  community  in  general.  Many 
more  pupils  fail  in  school  because  of  unsatisfactory  home 
conditions  than  from  mental  incapacity,  and  many  cases 
of  retardation  which  seem  almost  cases  of  mental  inca- 
pacity are  the  direct  result  of  improper  feeding,  sleep,  and 
personal  habits  which  have  their  outcome  in  irregularities 
of  school  attendance  and  inability  to  attend  to  school  work 
when  present. 


Report  of  the  Truant  Officer. 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  : 

The  past  year  brought  to  this  office  the  problem  of  the 
dependent  children  or  family,  which  has  a  decided  bearing 
on  school  attendance.  At  the  present  time  the  problem 
is  still  unsolved.  I  refer  to  those  cases  where  children 
are  kept  from  school  to  take  care  of  younger  children, 
while  the  mother  and  in  many  cases  the  father  are  at 
work.  It  is  a  serious  matter  for  the  children,  for  in  such 
cases  the  children  are  out  sometimes  more  than  half  of  the 
time  which  of  course  prevents  their  promotion.  In  the 
majority  of  cases  it  is  the  children  who  can  ill  afford  to 
lose  any  time,  children  whose  mentality  requires  constant 
attendance  to  get  through  the  elementary  grades  at  the 
age  of  fourteen,  who  are  affected.  In  such  cases  it  is  a 
distinct  loss  in  the  end  to  the  family  as  well,  for  whereas 
the  ordinary  child  gets  through  the  elementary  grades  at 
fourteen  and  is  able  to  go  to  work,  the  children  kept  at 
home  must  continue  until  they  are  sixteen  years  under  the 
compulsory  school  act,  thereby  losing  two  years  and  cost- 
ing the  city  that  two  years  extra  tuition. 

There  were  two  especially  radical  cases  under  the  above 
heading  and  finally  as  a  last  resort  they  were  taken  to  the 
court,  but  no  final  benefit  received,  as  even  the  court  was 
unable  to  solve  the  question  of  education  or  food. 

Case  No.  1. — Two  children,  a  boy  and  a  girl,  aged  12 
and  14  respectively,  were  kept  out  of  school  on  alternate 
days  to  care  for  three  children  under  the  school  age.  The 
father,  a  hard  working,  sober  man,  with  a  family  of  nine, 
earning  at  the  best  $12  a  week  and  with  frequent  days 
without  work,  could  not  make  both  ends  meet.  The 
mother  had  five  days  in  a  laundry  at  a  dollar  a  day,  but  to 
do  this  it  was  necessary  for  one  of  the  older  children  to  re- 
main at  home.  Unable  to  secure  any  help  from  the  Over- 
seer of  the  Poor  there  was  nothing  else  for  them  to  do. 
The  Court  in  finding  them  guilty  refused  to  impose  sen- 
tence as  it  was  clearly  a  case  of  self  preservation.  He 
did,  however,  intercede  with  the  Overseer  of  the  Poor  and 
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for  a  few  weeks  they  were  given  a  grocery  order,  but  this 
was  later  discontinued  and  the  matter  went  back  to  its 
original  state. 

Case  No.  2.  A  widow  with  seven  children  under  six- 
teen years  of  age.  A  daughter  married  and  a  son  loafing. 
Mother  unwilling  to  apply  for  aid  as  she  was  able  to  work, 
and  earning  an  average  of  $10  a  week,  but  to  do  this  keep- 
ing the  oldest  girl  at  home  all  of  the  time.  Unable  to  get 
any  solution  of  the  matter,  the  case  was  referred  to  the 
court  with  practically  the  same  results  as  in  the  first  case. 
The  girl  this  year  reached  her  sixteenth  year  and  went  to 
work  and  now  the  same  condition  exists  with  the  next 
oldest  girl.  Even  with  aid  from  the  Overseer  of  the  Poor, 
at  the  most  of  not  over  $3  a  week,  the  mother  holds  that 
she  would  not  be  able  to  get  along  without  working. 

There  were  several  other  cases  which  were  settled  with- 
out resorting  to  the  court.  For  a  time  this  office  thought 
that  a  day  nursery  would  solve  the  problem,  a  place  where 
these  younger  children  could  be  cared  for  during  the  day 
while  the  mother  is  out  working,  but  there  is  some  ques- 
tion of  this  being  the  best  method. 

During  the  year  there  were  thirty-eight  cases  where 
children's  abscences  were  due  directly  to  lack  of  proper 
clothing.  In  the  greater  number  of  cases  clothing  and 
shoes  were  secured  through  the  various  charity  organiza- 
tions, and  the  County  Commission  which  has  always,  when 
possible,  assisted.  This  year,  fortunately,  we  have  a 
fund  for  shoes,  which  is  a  great  blessing  to  many  worthy 
families. 

The  number  of  cases  of  truancy  this  year  is  larger  than 
in  former  years,  due  principally  to  a  few  boys.  In  the 
Parochial  School,  for  example,  two  boys  were  the  principal 
offenders  and,  after  repeated  trials,  were  finally  com- 
mitted to  the  State  Industrial  School.  In  the  Haven 
School,  from  which  the  largest  number  came,  two  lads 
were  responsible  for  more  than  half  of  the  cases.  One 
lad  was  afterwards  sent  to  the  Industrial  School  for  other 
offenses,  and  the  other,  the  product  of  a  family  condition 
that  required  time  to  remedy,  is  on  his  good  behavior  and 
no  complaint  has  been  made  this  year.  There  is  still  alto- 
gether too  many  cases  of  children  absent  without  good 
causes,  for  in  many  cases  what  looks  like  sufficient  reason 
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on  the  part  of  the  scholar  or  parents,  is  not  taken  as  such 
by  this  office,  and  in  most  of  these  cases  the  children  are 
returned  to  school. 

Two  epidemics  during  the  Fall  term,  have  had  their 
effect  upon  the  attendance  percentage,  which  falls  below 
that  of  former  years.  At  the  beginning  of  the  term  it 
was  infantile  paralysis  and  later  there  was  an  outbreak  of 
measles,  there  being  as  many  as  500  out  at  one  time. 

Child  Labor  Law. 

A  part  of  the  time  in  this  office  is  required  for  the  en- 
forcement of  the  Child  Labor  Law.  This  is  especially  so 
during  the  Christmas  vacation  and  during  the  long  summer 
vacation,  when  children  are  out  of  school  and  naturally 
anxious  to  earn  a  little  money.  During  the  past  year  there 
were  twenty  cases  of  illegal  employment,  but  all  were  ad- 
justed without  resorting  to  the  courts,  many  of  them  being 
caused  by  a  misunderstanding  of  the  law.  During  the 
Christmas  holidays  there  were  fewer  cases  than  usual. 

Through  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  and  the 
U.  S.  Liimigration  Department,  children  who  arrive  in  this 
country  and  are  bound  for  this  city  or  vicinity,  are  reported 
to  this  office  and  must  be  traced  and  a  report  made  that 
they  are  properly  in  school,  or  of  school  age. 

Through  the  Child  Welfare  section  of  the  State  De- 
partment, the  Truant  officer  is  supposed  to  keep  in  touch 
with  all  child  problems  in  the  city  and  inspect  travelling 
shows  and  circuses.

Conclusion. 

The  pressure  of  numerous  other  demands  seems  to 
make  medical  inspection  of  our  schools  inadvisable  from 
the  financial  point  of  view  at  this  time.  Its  importance 
should  not  be  overlooked,  and  it  ought  to  be  one  of  the 
things  that  this  board  will  recommend. 

Consideration  of  the  future  housing  of  school  children 
should  be  given  early  attention. 

The  increase  of  teachers'  salaries  throughout  the  school 
system,  and  the  decrease  in  the  size  of  the  classes  in  the 
High  School  should  be  secured  this  year. 

Those  schoolhouses  which  are  in  an  unsatisfactory  san- 
itary condition  should  be  attended  to  without  delay,  and 
preparation  made  for  the  reasonable  accommodation  of  the 
children  who  are  obliged  to  attend  them. 

In  closing  this  report  I  desire  to  express  my  apprecia- 
tion of  the  continued  consideration  and  support  which  you 
have  given  me.
